Home Missions. 


Our Home Mission is a very important branch of our 
lenominational work, The Southern Baptist Convention 


had last-year 411 missionaries in the home work. These 
preached to 1626 churches; to which were added by bap- 
tism 5617, and by letter 6612. Total additions being 


12,289; or an average of nearly 30 per Missionary. What 
Convention or Association can make so goed an a erage 
imong their pastors? The contribution for these 411 
Missionaries during the Conventional year amounted to 
$59,010.00; or an average of $146.00 for each Missionary 

Ot this amount Mississippi contributed $10,276.00, or 
more than any other state except Texas. And for Church 
building—another branch of our Home Mission work, 
550,510.00 were contributed, $800.00 of which was contrib 

uted by Mississippi. 

Brethren, let us see that the Coldwater Association 
does not fall behind in this great work of sending the 
ospel to those at our very doors. 

Our work in Cuba is greatly impeded by the war 
Let us pray that when the storms of war have passed 
iway, that the quiet reign of the Lord Jesus’Christ may 
take its place, and spread over that.entire isiand 
hen it will soon cease to be a Mission ground. Recent 
reports show that the work among the Cuban refugees in 
Florida is quite encouraging; as is also the work in the 
Indian Territory. Though some of the Missionaries and 
native helpers in the Territory have suffered greatly re 
ently, on account of the drouth and from persecution. 

To shaw what a grand work our home mission board 
under the divine blessing is doing we give the following 
sketch from the Secretary of our home board :

Springs $200.00. At Amaziah we have no increase in 
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i 
number, but a great spiritual growth among our members. 
At Pleasant V lew, Our increase in number was eight 
and much spiritual eeveiep ment. At Holly Springs 
Bro. Lowery had four additions and reports a prosperous 
vear. While this is a mission State. yet our workers 


there are faithful. Their contribution this year amount- 
ed to $13.00 per member. Bro. DuBoise had seven addi- 
tions at Plumb Point. At Eudora thev had 19 accessions 


to the church, and they are now arranging to builda 
house of worship.

me six miles east ot Hernando we need to have our 
cause re presented.

All knowledge is God’s knowledge. Surely Baptists 
ought to be friends to education. We ought to encour- 
age all our educational institutions from the lowest to 
the highest. We especially urge the importance of 
ministerial education. While many of our most useful 
preachers have been men who did not enjoy college ad- 
vantages, yet even they could have done still better if 
they had been blessed with better educationale advan- 
tages. The times, too, have greatly changed and every 
young preacher ought to be willing to make any reason- 
able sacrifice to obtain an education. We urge upon all 
the brethren the importance of encouraging and helping 
the young ministers to obtain an education. We refer 
with pride to our own college for boys at Clinton. It has a 
strong faculty, a thorough course of study and the word 
influence is probably: the best of any male institution 
in the ‘State. 

For girls we have in North Mississippi, Blue Moun- 
tain Female College; in East Mississippi, Stone College, 
at Meridian; in West Mississippi, Hillman College, at 
Clinton. We also urge all our brethren to take interest 
in their neighborhood schools.

Your Committee on Total Abstinance respectfully 
submit the following: 


All are thoroughty informed regarding the evil ef- 
tects of the use of alcohol asa beverage or a stimulant 
As a beverage it produces moral poverty and its con- 
tinued use destroys the intellect. As a stimulant it isa 
failure, for the reaction is more disastrous than the condi- 
tion of body it was used to remedy. If we as a people 
would regulate our actions by the light of God’s word, 
exclusively on this question, we would in our churches 
require total abstinence, and it isthe firm conviction of 
your Committee that this body should condemn in no 
uncertain language the use of alcohol. Remember that 
the Holy Spirit has recorded our Father's condemnation 
in the words “Touch not, taste not, handle not the un 
clean things,” and your Committee would recommend 
the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of this body that no 
Christian can countenance the liquor traffic<in any man 
ner, and that Total Abstinance is the only. safe rule to 
escape its pernicious results.

Woman’s Work. 


Your Committee on Womans Work, having been un- 
expectedly put on this subject and not having time to 
collect full Statistics, must of necessity give a meager 
report. We cannot speak for the work in the entire 
State, but for the work in this Association, East year 
only three Societies reported work aggregating 
5295 35, and our Sunbeam Society $100, total 5395 35. 
This year seven societies aggregating, $258 20, and two 
Sunbeam Societies aggregating $54 18, amounting in all 
to$312 38, were reported. This report was signed by Miss 
Lizzie Mabry, President, and Miss lizzie Roach, Secre- 
tary. The members of societies reported are larger than 
for last year, but the contributions have fallen off nearly 
585. ‘The ladies in this organized capacity are recog- 
nized as an important factor in all our mission work. 
Let us encourage them in this work and heed the re- 
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quest of the Apostle when he says, 


“help those women.”

The report was exceedingly gratifying to all the 
friends of Christian education, and when we are now able 
to, announce that the session of 1896-7 just beginning, 
Promises a still more Prosperous session and a general 
advance movement al] along the line, we hail with glad- 
ness the joyful news and give praise to Him whose bless- 


ings have so signally crowned the work of our beloved 
mstitution,

During the past year there were 242 matriculations, 
39 of whom are students for the ministry. There were 
18 graduates, Only think what an influence for good 
eighteen educated christian young men may exert, scat- 
tered as they will be al] Overour land. Men who may al- 
ways be found upon the right side of every great question. 
Men who will reflect the training they have received by 
their exemplary conduct and thereby become not only 
an advertisement of their Alma Mater but an honor to 
that institution whence they came. 

For the first time in twenty years the College last 
year paid the actual ©xpenses with a surplus of $275.53. 
The Professors received their salaries regularly and on 
the day they were due, so that the Trustees did not have 
to report a defiict at our last Convention. This happy 
condition results largely from interest collections on our 
endowment fund which is $42,166.00. 

Brethren, when we remember the Godly men who 
have gone out from Mississippi College—where they are 
and what they are doing when we remember that they 
are scattered all over the globe, breaking the bread of 
eternal life to the benighted of all heathen lands—when 
we remember the places of honor and trust, in Church

pride that swells within us as we also remember that 
this institution is our own. That it was born of our pov- 
erty, endowed with our prayers and maintained with our 
sacrifice. It is the child of our faith and the protege of 
our hopes.
